at  the  seams  with  an  over-abundance  of  people. 
Fran  this  point,  the  multitude  went  into  the 
wilderness  to  seek  their  fortunes  from  the 
assumed  gold- lined  streams  of  California. 
More  than  500  gold  rush  towns 
sprang  up.  Populations  swelled,  and 
so  did  the  need  for  an  accepted  me- 
dia of  exchange.  Thus,  the  birth 
of  many  Territorial  and  private 
mint  issues,  including  frac- 
tional California  gold. 

In  their  epic  work  on 
the  subject,  Susan  and 
Dave  Doering  point  out 


In  the  truest  sense 
of  the  word,  California 
fractional  gold  belongs  in 
the  same  category  with  the  lar- 
ger denomination  Territorial  gold 
issues.  Manufactured  out  of  neces- 
sity for  small  change,  these  lovely 
little  coins  represent,  perhaps,  the 
most  unexplored  frontier  of  United  State 
numianatics. 

To  understand  why  there  were  so  many 
types  and  varieties  of  California  gold  produ- 
ced, it  is  necessary  to  understand  the  situa- 
tion which  occurred  when  was  gold  was  discovered 
in  California  in  1848.  GOLD!  The  mere  mention  of 
word  brought  the  anxious  throng  from  all  distant 
points.  Within  a year,  the  little  settlement  of  San 
Francisco  became  a thriving  metropolis,  almost  bursting

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A Costly  Oversight

Back  around  the  year  19^2  when  we  were  operating  the 
White  Cross  Pharmacy  in  Madison,  a man  from  Maple  Bluff 
called  and  asked  me  to  come  and  look  at  some  coins  that  he 
wanted  to  sell.  I drove  out  to  Maple  Bluff,  which  is  a sub- 
urb of  Madison,  and  found  that  the  coins  consisted  of  a few 
silver  dollars,  some  20  to  25  large  cents,  some  Civil  War 
tokens  and  a few  quarters  and  half  dollars. 

The  owner  of  the  coins,  whose  name  I cannot  recall  at 
this  late  date,  told  me  that  he  had  shown  the  lot  to  Bill 
Mertes,  a traveling  man  who  dealt  in  coins  part  time  (one 
of  the  earlier  vest  pocket  dealers,  I guess  you  could  say). 
After  I heard  that,  I did  not  ex-

pect  to  find  anything  rare.  In 
fact,  if  I had  known  Mertes 


Bill  Mertes  traveled  from  Ch 
cago  to  Minneapolis  on  his  sellin 
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route,  and  would  often  stop  in 
Madison  to  see  me  and  chat  about 
coins,  which  was  a mutual  plea- 
sure because  coin  collectors 
were  rather  few  and  far  be- 
tween in  those  days. 

Not  really  expecting  to 
find  anything  exciting,  I made 
a quick  examination  of  the  sil- 
ver dollars  and  found  nothing  of  in- 
terest. And  then,  much  to  my  surprise,  there  in  that  little 
lot  of  large  cents  was  a fine  condition  specimen  of  1799! 
Somehow  this  rare  date  cent  had  eluded  the  examination  of 
the  dealer  Bill  Mertes. 

I bought  all  the  coins  to  get  the  1799  cent,  and 
awaited  the  next  visit  of  my  vest  pocket  dealer  friend. 

When  Bill  stopped  in  at  the  pharmacy  on  his  next  trip  I 
asked  him  why  he  didn’t  buy  the  coins  from  the  man  at  Ma- 
ple Bluff.  He  said,  ’’Because  there  wasn’t  anything  worth- 
while in  the  bunch.”  When  I showed  him  the  1799  cent  he  had 
overlooked,  he  just  couldn’t  believe  his  eyes. and  that  he 
had  missed  the  coin.  He  left  the  store  talking  to  himself 
and  in  later  years  often  mentioned  ’’the  one  that  got  away.” 
Though  the  cent  was  not  the  $ 3 , 000-catalog  item  it  is  today, 
it  was  a rare  coin  even  then  in  19*12,  and  is  the  only  1799 
cent  I’ve  ever  run  across  in  my  more  than  50  years  of  coin 
collecting.

Many  more  1921  dimes  were  found  in  circulation  during  the  years  that 
followed?  but  this  was  the  best  1921  dime  I ever  found  in  circulation. 
Somehow  this?  and  the  fact  that  it  was  early  in  my  hobby  involvement 
has  made  this  coin  a special  treasure. 

I still  have  the  dime?  though  the  rest  of  the  set  and  others  I 
built  back  then  are  long  gone.

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NUMISMATICS  IN  THE  SCHOOL. 

During  March  there  was  organized  at  Whitewater,  Wis.,  a numismatic  society  that  is 
some  respects  unique.  The  society  is  composed  of  members  of  the  faculty  and  several 
of  the  students  of  the  State  Commercial  Normal  School  at  Whitewater.  Some  details  of 
the  organization  will  be  found  in  the  department  of  meetings  of  societies  in  this  issue. 

It  is  unique  in  that  it  is  the  first  numismatic  society,  so  far  as  our  information  goes,  to 
be  organized  in  a school  or  college.  Numismatics  as  a part  of  the  curriculum  is 
occasionally  found  in  some  of  the  more  prominent  colleges  and  universities  of  the 
country,  but  not  to  the  extent  that  it  should  be,  or  would  be  if  its  value  and  importance 
were  more  generally  understood  and  appreciated.  But  of  regularly  organized 
numismatic  societies  in  these  seats  of  learning,  we  believe  there  are  none. 

It  is  also  unique  in  that  its  members  are  entirely,  for  the  most  part  at  least,  novices  in 
numismatics.  It  has  been  demonstrated  in  this  country  that  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to 
organized  societies,  even  in  localities  where  there  are  a number  of  experienced 
collectors.  But  the  fact  that  the  Whitewater  society  is  composed  of  beginners  in  this 
study  has  not  prevented  it  from  undertaking  what  most  collectors  would  consider 
almost  an  impossible  thing. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  the  Whitewater  experiment.  The  fact  that  it  is 
organized  along  unusual  lines  will  make  it  interesting.  It  stamps  the  school  as  one  of 
the  most  progressive  in  the  country  and  a little  in  advance  of  other  schools  of  its  kind. 
$ We  believe  it  will  be  a success.  It  deserves  to  be.  And  it  deserves  the  moral  and  practical 
q support  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  and  its  members  individually.  It  will 
^ need  encouragement,  and  in  the  formation  of  its  cabinet  of  coins  and  its  library  the 
experienced  collectors  of  this  country  are  in  position  to  assist  it.  One  of  its  first  acts 
was  to  have  its  officers  become  members  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  and 
to  have  THE  NUMISMATIST  reach  it  regularly.  That  is  a good  start  in  itself, 
our  best  wishes  for  a live,  healthy  organization.

G.W.  Curry  of  Baraboo,  Wis.,  Dis- 
trict Secretary,  has  paid  the  society  a visit,  and  because  of  his  friendly  interest,  as  well 
as  valuable  contributions,  has  been  made  an  honorary  member. 

The  numismatic  society  is  full  of  pep  and  enthusiasm,  but  short  of  material,  and  sadly 
lacking  in  experience.  We  are  in  a position  to  receive  the  advice  as  well  as  contributions 
of  our  friends.  We  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  be  in  a position  to  return  such  favors.
